the Origin of the Expression. 
Crow is an nupalatable bird. and “‘eat- 


ing crow” is one of the popular phrases to 
indicate the enforced doing of-some un- 


o)-pleasant thing, especially “the enforced 


confession of error; and is analogous to 
“eating your own words,” “eating hum- 
ble le, “eating dirt,”’ ete. 

Indeed, some wiseacres would derive it 
from the French “‘manger la crott”’ (eat- 
ing dirt or-refuse), erott (pronounted cro) 
being the old spelling, thus: ‘‘The dirt 
and crott of Paris may be smelt miles 
off.”’—{ Howell's Londonopelis, 1851.) 

But the American phrase is sufficiently 
intelligible, as it stands, without any far- 
fetched foreign derivation. 

Two stories, good enotigh to become 
classic, have entwined themselves around 
this phrase and profess te give its origin. 
Both are probably apocryphal, but both 

worth preserving. 

The first appeared im the Knicker- 
bocker Magazine some forty years ago, 
and concerns a thrifty boarding house 
keeper on the Hudson and an intelligent 
patron. Whenever the latter remon- 
strated at the food he was told he was ‘‘too 
partikler.”’ 

“I kin eat anything,” asserted the anto- 
crat of the table, with a proud conscious- 
ness of superiority. ‘*] kin eat crow."’ 

The constant repetition of these words 
wearied the boarder. Finally he resolved 
to testthe old man. Taking his gun with 
him he succeeded in bagging a fine, fat 
cid crow. By dint of soft wordsandiflthy 
lucre he induced the cook.to prepare that 
crow for the table. 

The cook was a Scotchwoman and used 
snuff. He borrowed ali she had and 
sp :nkled it hberally over the crow, gave 
i: an extra turn, and brought it before 
the host, saving, as he set it down: 
"Now, my dear sir, you have said a 
thonsand times, if you have said it once, 
that you can eat, crow, here is one very 
carefully cooked.”’ 

The oid man turned pale for a moment, 
but bracing himself against the back of 
his chair, and with, *‘] kin. eat crow,” he 
began cutting a good mouthful Heswal- 
lowed it, and, preparing for aseccnd on- 
siaught, looked his boarder straight in 
the eye and ejaculated: *l've eat crow,” 
and took a second portion, 

He liftei his hands mechanically as if 
for a third attack, but dropped them 
guickly over the region of his stomach, 
and, rising hurnedly and unsteadily, re- 
treated for the door, muttering as he 
went: 

“But dang me if I hanker arter it ”’ 

The otner story which is even better, 
has been told in a vaiiety of ways, but 
this is the most finished versicn: 

A Massachussetts regiment during the 
war Was encamped near the estate of a 
wealthy pianter. A city-bred ty atl 
ing shot a tame crowon the fliatiter’s 
grounds, was discovered with the dead 
bird in his possession. Seizing the priv- 
ate’s musket. which lay on the ground, 
the irate planter cried: 

*‘As you've killed my crow, you’ve got 
to eat it.’’ 

There was no escape, and the private 
had to eat After a few mouth{uls tae 
planter asked, with a grin: 

**How do you like 1t?’? 

‘Well,’ was tke reply, “I kin eat it, bus 
I don’t hanker arter it.’’ 

“Ail right,” said the ‘planter; you’ve 
done pretty well, Here, take your gun 
and get off.’’ 

But no soonér was the gun in the sol- 
dier's hand than he pointed at the plan- 
ter, saying: 

*‘Now, you’ve got to eat your share of 
crow "’ 

And the planter, swearing and splutter- 
ing, was forced: to obey. 

Next. day the‘ planter came into camp 
and reported to the. colonel that he had 
been insulted by a private soldier. Strict 
orders had been issued agairst insulting 
or injuring resxients. The planter’s de- 
scription servetl to*bring the soldier be- 
fore the impromptu tribunal. 

‘‘Did you ever see this gentleman be- 
fore?’’ asked the Colonel. 

‘‘Oh, yaas,’’ drawied the soldier, ‘‘we—- 
ah—we dined together yesterday.”’—
